The doctors rep orted also that p re-conceived 
p rejudices formed the basis for venting of anger 
among the survivors.

sinking of the ship on the Italian,s because of 
a p reconceived notion that Swedish sailors are 
faultless and dep endable while the Italian sailors 
are childlike and irresp onsible. 
This, the doctors said, satisfied the es.sential 
huma.i urge to find a scap egoat for the tragedy. 
Here, p erhap s, is a p artial exp lanatioti of the 
criticism leveled against Russia for sending a 
dog up in its second earth satellite.

Washi.igton is authority for the announcement 
that 15 p er cent of the nation’s 1957 corn crop 
will go under government storage at federal 
sup p ort p rices. 
That is to say. more than a half million 
bushels will be held off the market while p ro­ 
ducers settle for an average of $ 1.40 a bushel 
fo r comp liance com and $ 1.10 a bushel for non- 
comp liance corn. 
The half milliwi bushel surp lus is estimated 
as the excess of p roductiwi over the exp ected 
consump tion for livestock feeds, exp ort a n d 
commercial demand. 
WOiile there are many who will criticize a 
food 
p roduction 
industry 
whose 
continuing 
surp luses embarrass the economy and levy a 
p rice on the p ublic, their ca.se dfes not extend 
to the p oint of abandonment of either a federal 
p rice sup p ort p rogram or p ublic warehousing 


of transitory surp luses. There is a .seldom seen 
value in the exiating p rogram. In limes of sur­ 
p lus it is wise and cheap er to reserve an over­ 
abundance from the market. It is not difficult 
to imagine what would hap p en to the grain 
farmer, a.Td the meat industry as well, if the 
19.57 corn crop were dump ed on the market for 
what it would bring.

ruinous to both and combined would effect a 
dangerous blow to the general economy. 
Any imp roved farm p rogram of the future 
will deal more effectively with original p roduc-

was like awakening from a heavy slumber to 
find a bad dream transformed into reality. From 
the President on down, the shock took days to 
« ink in. It was days before the significance of 
the Sp utnik launching was realized. The reality 
of the Russia success was in the realization that 
the long-sought end of the cold war was now 
nowhere ia light. Destined to be continued was 
the sp ending of huge sums of money for defense 
p urp oses and the p ouring of even more money 
into research whose p rincip al aim is not just 
a better world in which to live, but rather, any 
world at all. There u no telling how many 
years. If ever, it will be before all the effort 
involved in such a survival p rogram will bring

bind itself together in a solid front against the 
threat of the Soviet p olicy of world domination. 
When the heads of the .NATO nations meet in 
the Paris Summit conference next month, ii 
will surely be under a different atmosp here than 
It would have been two months before. The 
man-madt mocuis circluig the earth have not 
removed many of the technical p roblems which 
are always aurrounding international agreements 
but they have p laced in sharp focus the neces­ 
sity of surmounting these p roblems. 


There ia a p osstbUUy, of course, that nations 
attending the NATO meeting could view world 
tensions as an op en door lo obtain things other* 
wisa not available to them. If the NATO p owers 
seek ta feather their own nests at the exp ense 
af Me another because of the p resent crisis, 
then the meeting will accomp lish little. Cer* 
talaly, tha United States has much to offer ita 
allies. It offers the only p ossible assurance 
against Russian domination. On the other hand, 
the U.S. m ort than ever before wants strong 
altiances now throughout the world. One thing 
is certain, the December conference will be in 
need af strong leadership and enlightened guid­ 
ance from all nations, p articularly the U.S.

It is to be hop ed that this week the p attern 
will change—that there will be a ma.« sive amount 
of soul searching by the p eop le who no longer go 
to school, hut who p erhap s are tragically in 
need of wholesale re-education.

formerly enjoyed. It is no longer a case of what 
America would like Us educational objectives 
to be. Rather, U is the grim matter of that which 
they must be. 
In ail of Us zeal for p ublic education the 
American p ublic must avoid the error of grant* 
mg greater financial and moral sup |x>rt to an 
insluulion which is disp o.« ed only to enlarge 
and extend Us cap acities for the p ursuit of the 
p ast. Education fir.« t require.« a revi.sion, gear­ 
ing Itself to the p rime needs of national sur* 
vival, 
txiucatiou has been a p hilosop hy first and 
p rofession .second. 
Henceforth, it must be a 
science first, a p rofession second and a p hiloso­ 
p hy third. To effect such a change demands the 
utmost from the American p ublic 
a s devoted 
as It IS to former concep ts. But the order has 
already been wriUen in the sky and it is p rob­ 
able that no nation will survive which dis­ 
obeys U.

p robably is the highest-p aid hostess 
on earth. 
She nets alwut $ :k)0 monthly, 
while the p oor office worker sp ends 
her entire income on rent, food 
and clothes. 
What does the geisha do for 
her wages? 
Geisha officials exp lain serious­ 
ly that there are 
at least four 
cla.« ses of geisha. 
Hie highest is the traditional 
geisha, umformed m mitten-toed 
white socks, extravagant silk ki­ 
mono, 
white-p owdered 
skin 
and 
dark eye make-up , and wearing 
her long black hair in an ornate, 
foot-high doughnut-shap ed coif. 
The true geisha is the one that 
starts learning her p rofession as 
a child and who qualifies in all 
the hostess arts -- from serving 
tea to p laying games.

Jap anese doors op en like sliding 
p anels, and you or I would just 
grab hold and p ull. 
The geisha doesn’t. First she 
drop * softly to her knees. Then 
she hows almost to the floor, with 
her hands outstretched in front of 
her like limp flower p etals. Then 
she rai.ses her head, and up lifts 
her hands, slowly, gracefully. 
With her fingertip s, she p ulls 
op en the door. 
Then she bows down to Uie floor 
again, hands outstretched. 
Most girls begin their training 
at 10 or 11, as maids-of-all-work 
to geishas. Before their 16th birth­ 
day, when they may serve offi* 
cially as ap p rentices, the p rosp ec­ 
tive geisha must learn ‘‘manners.’* 
This means learning how to bow, 
how to stand, how to sit, how to 
walk, how to op en doors, how to 
serve tea, sake or food, and fi­ 
nally—how to talk to customers. 


A girl’s good looks and her wit 
in p leasing customers count equal­ 
ly in deciding her success. The 
geisha is sp ecifically trained to 
avoid unp leasant subjects with a 
coy flip of her fan, to steer cus­ 
tomers away from any p ossible 
argument. 
To be of first rank, she must 
also learn to p lay first the drum 
and the banjo-like three-stringed 
samisen. In addition she should be 
p roficient in thirty different kinds 
of basic dancing, keyed to six dif-

ferent typ es of Jap anese melody. 
When she has learned all this, 
then she continues studying — new 
dances new songs, even the mam­ 
bo and the cha-cha-cha if the 
customers like it. 
She’ll laugh at bad jokes, sing 
when a man wants to hear music, 
dance when he wants to watch 
dancing, feed him like a p am­ 
p ered baby and do it all with deep 
bows to his greatness and adoring 
glances at his manly face. 


At “Kiyokawa,” the cheery-tree- 
enclo.sed restaurant, it casts 2,- 
000 yen ($ 5.65) a p erson just to 
have a geisha feed you tea and 
cakes. The average tab p er p er* 
son for a three-hour dinner, with 
geishas to serve, sing and enter­ 
tain, IS 7,000 yen ($ 19.44).
